“ The doctrine of regulation and legislation by 
‘master minds,' in whose judgment and will all the 
people may gladly and quietly acquiesce, has been

too glaringly apparent at Washington during these 
last ten years. 
“Were it possible to find ‘master minds" so un­ 
selfish, so willing to decide unhesitatingly against 
their own personal interests or private prejudices; 
men almost god-like in their ability to hold the scales * 
of justice with an even band—such a government 
might be to the interest of the country. 
“But there are none such on our political hori­ 
zon, and we cannot expect a complete reversal of all 
the teachings of history.M

I hese are the declared policies of the Democratic Party 
the party’s national platform. 
TH ESE are the declared 
principles of Mr. Roosevelt himself. 
And if the vote of the people can be considered an injunc- 
!ion to carry out the policies submitted in an election, Mr.
